Below  are  fac  similies  of  the  cons  used  by  the  Ancient  Romans.  They 
have  been  got  with  great  expense,  on  account  of  the  distance  of  bringing  and 
difficulty  of  obtaining  them.  The  pieces  from  which  the  drawings  were 
taken,  lay  concealed  in  the  coffers  of  the  great  Amphitheatre  at  Pompeii  for 
over  1700  years.  They  were  taken  out  at  the  excavation  which  is  now 
going  on,  and  transferred  to  the  Museum  at  Naples,  from  which  place  we 
obtained  the  drawings.  Little  can  be  said,  as  nothing  is  known  relative  to 
their  value,  at  that  time.  We  do  not  insert  them  as  a matter  of  utility,  but 
as  a relic  of  antiquity.  To  the  antiquarian,  statesman,  and  philosopher, 
this  will  be  a great  treat.
